gas furnished by the 


"COLEMAN OA9 APPARATUS, ' 


manufactured by E. H. Walker f. Co., 
Chicago. Our reporter visited theC., B 
& Q. works last evening and witnessed 
the lesl, wbich was in every respect en- 
lirely satisfactory, 
Ibe light being soft 


and bright. The apparatus was patented 
in 1872, and Is used successfully in light- 
ing country 
and suburban residences, 


churches, hotels, seminaries, stores, halls, 
asylums and large or email manufactur- 
ing establishments. The apparatus costs 
from $175 to $2,000, and will furnish gas 
for from 10 to 500 jets. The cost of the 
apparatus now in use by Chambers, Ber- 
ing & Qutnlan is about $1,000. It fur- 
nishes gas for 75 jets, which supplies 
abundant light for the operatives in all 
parts of Ihe establishment, doing away 
wilh all possible danger from Ihe nse of 
lamps or candles, and Ibe gas cun be fur- 
nished at a cost of orly $1.00 per thou- 
sand feet, which is ;frotn $1.50 to $300 
less than that charged by coal gas compa- 
nies for the same number of feet. 


SIMPLE, SAFE AND DURABLE. 


The apparatus is exceedingly simple in 


construction. It has no complicated ma- 
chinery or gearing, and it is almost impos- 
sible for it lo get out of order. It con- 
sists of two parts, the first part being 
tbe "Air Blower," which is placed in tbe 
building to be illuminated 
Tbe second 


part is l!>e "Carburetter," or gasoline 
holder, wbich is constructed of galvaniz 
ed iron, and which is buried in Ihe ground 
50 feet south of Ibe C. B. & Q. works, 
and 50 feet east of the office. 
These 


two parts are connected by two under- 
ground pipes—one conveying the air from 
tbe blower to the "Carburetter," and the 
other conveying Ihe gas from Ihe carbu- 
retter to the building. Tbe machinery is 
operated by einoply winding up tbe heavy 
weight once or twice a week, and by 
filling up the "Carburetter" with gasoline 
once in three months.

Carburetter, in wbich the gasoline is 
stored and Ihe pas generated, is buried 
8 feet in tbe ground, 50 feet from tae 
buildings; and as there is no fire used 
about the apparatus in generating the 
gas, there is no danger of a conflagration. 
It is estimated lhat four gallonb of gaso- 
line will produce 1000 feet of excellent 
illuminating gas, and gasoline cosis from 
2t> to 25 cents per gallon, according to 
quality.

A STARTLING 8TOBY 


How Jeff Bars Sot Away With tbe 


Funds of the Confederacy. 


PHILADELPHIA, l)eo. 19.—The Prett 


publishes an interview with Gen. Joseph 
E. Johnston, in which be charges that 
Jefferson Davis received a very large 
sum of money belonging to the confed- 
erate treasury at the evacuation of 
Richmond, for which be has never ao- 
counted. 
ID tbe course of bis remarks 


relative to his retreat south, be says : 
"I had learned from Gen. Beauregard 
that Mr. Davis bad a large amount of 
specie in bis possession, and I wrote, 
urging that a portion be paid to the 
soldiers then in active service. My 
letter to Mr. Davis on this subject was 
quite urgent, and I entrusted it to Col. 
Mason, of my staff, witb instructions 
that be deliver it in person to Mr. 
Davis and bring a reply. 
Col. Mason 


went to Charlotte, delivered tbe letter 
to Mr. Davis, but beyond a telegraphic 
acknowledgement to me that the letter 
was received, there has never yet been 
a response to it. 
Col. Mason waited 


some time, and made several efforts to 
get a reply from Mr. Davis in obedience 
to my instructions, but was obliged to 
return without one." 


"What became of the specie ?" 
"It followed or preceded tbe head of 


the civil government of the confederacy 
to the south about tbe time Mr. Davis 
went in that direction." 


"Have you any idea of tbe amount of 


specie Mr. Davis carried south ?" 


"Col. Paul, an eminent artillery offi- 


cer of the confederacy, and now a prom- 
inent lawyer of Richmond, a man of 
high character, told me tbat he inspect- 
ed the specie before its removal from 
Richmond, and after it had been loaded 
ready for transportation be said that 
there was a oar-load of it. 
As he only 


saw it boxed ready for shipment be 
could, of coarse, give, no information as 
to the amount in dollars and cents. 
Gen. Beaaregard, however, was in im- 
mediate command at Greensboro while 
tbe president was there and doubtless 
bad opportunity of knowing more ac- 
curately the amount of money with the 
president than any one except the pres- 
ident's immediate political family. 
He 


told me that be was convinced that the 
president had $2,500,000 in specie at 
Greensboro. I have no doubt but that 
Gco. Beauregard'a estimate was within 
Bounds. 


"After Mr. Davia left Charlotte and 


moved south, a confederate officer told 
me that while standing near a bridge 
crossing a creek, a man rode up and in- 
spected it. 
He said he was in charge 


of the president's money train, and 
wanted to see whether the bridge was 
safe or not. 
The man in charge told 


the officer he bad twenty wagon loads 
of specie in the train. 
This wou d be 


in perfect harmony with Col. Paul's 
statement, tbat there was a car-load 
when it left Richmond, and with Gen. 
Beauregard's that there was $2 500,000 
at Greensboro." 


"What became of the money ?" 
"That I am unable to say. Mr. Davis 


has never given any satisfactory account 
of it, and what is a strange thing to me 
is that the southern people never held 
him to an account for it. 
Tho $39,000 


he left at Greensboro, the soldiers re- 
ceived. 
Major Moses, an attorney liv- 


ing in Atlanta, has accounted for $20,- 
000 more. 


"A short time before the evacuation 


of Richmond the bankers of that city 
placed in Mr. Davis' hands $300,000 in 
specie for the defense of the 
city. 


There was never any service rendered 
for this money, but when Richmond 
was evacuated it was transported south 
with the specie belonging to the con- 
federacy. 
A committee of Richmond 


bankers was sent to recover it at Wash- 
ington, Ga. 
They succeeded in getting 


between $110,000 to $120,000, but 
while transporting it home it was cap- 
tured by Gen. Wilson's cavalry and 
turned into the United Statea treasury. 
It is now there in litigation. The 
Richmond bankers are suing for its re- 
covery, and it has never yet been de- 
cided to whom it belongs. 
Say $120,- 


000 of it is there, and $39,000 in the 
military chest left at Greensboro for 
the army, and $20,000 accounted for 
by Major Moses, this would make 
$179,000 out of $2,500,000 which Gen. 
Beauregard and other good authority 
estimate were on hand." 


THH LIBBAJiy BOOK FUNK. 


Mrs. H. 0. Johns his secured the essis- 


lance of Mrs. L. L. Hawortb, Mrs. R. J. 
Gallagher, Mrs. M. K. Hatch and Mrs. 
Abram Kramer, in tbe work of railing 
funds for the purchase or books for the 
Public Library. After consultation witb 
a number of gentlemen wbo signed the 
call for this work, it has been decided 
that after the required sum has been sut» 
scribed, a public meeting of all peraons 
interested will be called to appoint a com- 
.mlttee of subscribers, who, in conjunc- 
tion with the regular book committee of 
tbe library board, shall select and pur- 
chase the boobs. Every subscriber will 
be at liberty to suggest such books as be 
would like to have placed on the shelves 
of tbe library, and submit tbe list to the 
approval of tbe committee. As it will 
necessarily take some lime to select and 
contract for Ihe purchase of so many 
books, the immediate payment of sub- 
scriptions need not be compulsory, and 
payment can be made on or before tbe 
first of March if more convenient to the 
subscriber. It. will be imperative how- 
ever, that the full amount of the subscrip- 
tion should be >uade immediately, to en- 
able tbe committee to select and contract 
for books. 


If any one doubts' the need- of $3,000 


worth of books at one time, let him go to 
the Library, examine tbe condition of tbe 
Reference Library, look at the empty 
shelves, notice tbe worn condition of 
three-fourths of the books, and then re 
member that 4,282 books were loaned in 
one month last year, while the whole 
number of books owned by the Library is 
only 4,392, including reference books, 
Congressional documents, Patent office 
reports, and other hooks never called for 
by borrowers; that while there are 4,000 
persons entitled to draw books, there are 
but about 3,000 circulating books belong- 
ing to the Library; that there were 3!),217 
books loaned last year, which will show 
thatevery book was loaned about fourteen 
times in one year—and then ask himself 
how long these books will last, or how 
the supply is to be kept up witb an an- 
nual appropriation of $1700, out of which 
rent, salaries, fuel, light and reading room 
periodicals are to be kept up. If but a 
small sum of money Is subscribed the 
number instead of the quality of. tbe 
books to be purchased will have to be 
made tbe first consideration, and our Li- 
brary will soon degenerate into a mere 
dispenser of cheap literature. Valuable 
works on science and art, such as few are 
able to buy but many would like lo read, 
are the kmd of books that a public library 
should Bupply, but when thousands of 
readers are asking for books and tbere 
are only hundreds of dollars to supply Ihe 
demand, if tbe quantity is sufficient tbe 
quality cannot be first-class. 


Tbe committee will commence the ac- 


tive cauvasa some time this week, witb 
full confidence that tbe $8,000 asked for 
will be subscribed before the first of Jan- 
uary, and that by the first of March the 
new books can be placed on tbe library 
shelves.

teachers In charge of schools This regulation 
was not intended to require a now certificate 
of vacc'natlon for thoce children who have 
already under local health regulations like 
those of Chicago and several other cities of the 
state, preoentcd such certificates

effective In the cities, and which muy help to
